As regards 2) - that he was{ willing to assist persons who were 

carrying a propaganda for Nazi Germany :- There are two letters which show 

most clearly that he was willing to give assistance to Nazi propagandists 

in this country. One is a letter dated 21.10.38 from a woman who states 

that she is writing an article to "stop the campaign of hate against Hitler". 

In this letter she refers to material HANFSTAMNGL, has already given her. 

Another letter of introduction from the notorious Unity Mitford who, he says, 

‘Way have told you I am writing a book about the Huropean Situation... 

It is difficult for an Mnglishman'to convey the sense of struggle and passion 

and peetry that accompanied ‘the’ ressurection of Germany - and you could help 

me as perhaSs no one else could." Jt is clear from this letter that Unity 

Mitford who had been in touch with HANFSTA@NGL, was confdent that the latter 

would willingly provide miterial for a book in praise of Nazism. 3 Cu 


m the outbreak of war HANFSTAENGL was detained and was interrogated 
.» At this interrogation, he not only 


evaded awkward questions, but also told deliberate untruths. Thus he asserted 


that he had never been in touch with the German #mbassy since his arrival.in 
London. He admitted that he had not severed his son's connection with the 
Hitler Jugend. He was also unable to explain why he had nov published his 
memoirs inspite of the many offers he had had from publishers. HANFSTAENGL'S 
failure to publish his revelations is of some significance Since it constitutes 
still further evidence that he was unwilling to make a complete break with 
the Nazis. After hisinternment he requested that certdin documents should 

be sent to him which he needed for writing these memoirs. We were also asked 
whether there would be any objection to his publishing any books or articles 
while in internment. Permission was given for the publication of anything 

he wight care towrite on condition that anything destined for oublication 
should first be submitted to the quphorities. No such book or article has as 
yet been received by censorship. A 


When HANFSTARNGI, appeared before the Home Office Advisory Committee | 
in LOctober 1939, he was given every facility to state his case. The Committee 
unanimously decided that he should remain in internment. HANISTAENGL admitted 
at the hearing that he had done everytning possible to get himself re-instated i 
in the Nazi hierarchy. He admitted that if-he nad received an apology from 1 
Hitler in August 1939, instead of sitting in the chair before the Committee 
giving evidence, he wonld have been sitting in the German Chancellery. He 
also failed, as at his interrogation, to give any satisfactory explanation 
of his failure to publish his revelatiohs. ‘hen asked by the Committee whethe 
he would ‘be willing to assist Great Britain in the war against Germany, his 
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answers were evasive. Thus, when the Cahirmaun of the Committee asked: Baye 
you could assist, you would assist?" The answer was: "As far as — You under= 
Stand me - I personally do not - I can say this - I cannot hope that Germany 
wins this war". When: he was further asked whether he meant by this that he 
wished to see Germany lose, he gave no direct auswer but said that he hoped 
that the "system"! would come to an ond. WY 


A further fact which came to light in this bearing was that he had 
a brother, sister and mother in Germany and that as far as he knew they had 
not been persecuted in any way by the German authorities.

It will be seen from the above that HAFSTARNGL is a man who was for

willing to assist the Hitler Government in anyway he could and was making 
every dndeavour.to win Hitler's favour once more and.to get himself re~ 
instated in the Nazi Party. He is an adventurer, untrustworthy and a liax. is 
It wouid not seem-advisable that he should be at liberty in time of war.

Harry M. Kimball interviewed Mr. J, Franklin Carter who called Aes 
the Bureau to advise that the Board of Psychological Warfare,. 
joint committee of the State, War and Navy Departments, has ecakly effected 
the release from internment in Canade of an individual who is to be known 
in this country as Irnest f\Sedewick, who was formerly a high ranking and 
influential member of thé Nazi-regime. It should be stated at this point 
that, although Mr. Carter would not say so, this individual is undoubtedly 
Putzi Hanfsnagel, former Nazi party official, who has been interned in 
Canada. He advised that while in the United States this individual will 
be used on varied assignments such as anelyzing propaganda, prepering 
biographies of Nazi leaders and "such other assignments as the Board of 
Psychological Warfare may think up for him", 


Wr. Carter stated that Sedgewick is presently at Fort Belvoir, 
Virginia, where he will reside during the tenure of his stay in this 
country, which it is believed will be for about three months. He stated 
that it is desired that a Special Agent of the FederalBureau of Investi- 
gation be continuously assigned to Sedgwick while he is in this country. 


Mr. Carter advised that the purpose of this assignment would 
be first "to keep an eye on Sedgwick to see that he does not escape"; 
second, "to satisfy the British we are taking reasonable precautions -to 
see that he does not escape"; and third, "to obtain such information of | 
an intelligence nature as may be of interest to us in connection with 
the assignments which are given to him by the Board of Psychological 
Warfare", Mr. Carter stated that Sedgwick will be under the sole control 
of himself and Under Secretary of State Sumner Welles.-He pointed out that 
he did not believe that the "guarding problem" of Sedgwick would be much 
of a task in view of the fact this individual has a son in the United 
States Army Air Corps. -This son is presently visiting with Sedgwick at 
Fort Belvoir, while on furlough. In this regard, you will recall >t

Mr. Carter stated that the operations of this individual are to 
be extremely confidential and that he would prefer, if a Special Agent 
is assigned, that he be capable of speaking the German language and one 
of some education and cultural background. He stated that the operating 
expenses of the Special Agent assigned, other than the payment of his 
salary, would be reimbursed from funds of the Board of Psychological 
Warfare. He stated that in the event you should so desire, a letter 
requesting the assignment of a Special Agent in this matter can be obtained 
by him from Mr. Sumner Welles, Under Secretary of State, but he added that 
he did not "want to ask Mr. Welles for such a letter unless it is absolutely 
necessary''. 


No commitment whatsoever was made to Mr. Carter in connection 
with his request. It was pointed out to him that the present national 
emergency has considerably ‘taxed the investigative personnel of the 
Bureau and it is not known whether there would be personnel readily 
available for such an assignment. He was advised that his request in this 
regard would be brought to your attention. UL

All that I would like to ask my readers therefore is: to look at 
these caricatures attentively and without prejudice, and to relate them to the 
actual events.

For what is the miserable tin kettle music of the world press com- 
pared with the almost counterpoint like consequence of the political actions of 
the Fuehrer and the symphony of his successes.

The in the long run impossible attitude - to keep the by far great- 
est party from the decisive power of the State - led to the inevitable end. 
At the end of January 1933 General von Schleicher had to resign, Then, on 
January 30, 1933 Reichs-President von Hindenburg offered the Reichs-Chancellor- 
ship to Adolf Hitler. Thus the Fuehrer had arrived at his first goal. 


Under an elemental explosion of popular enthusiasm the alliance 
was concluded thereby between the heroic past of the German nation, symbolized 
by the aged Fieldmarshal von Hindenburg and the activist youth of the present, 
symbolized by Adolf Hitler and his victorious movement; and the determination 
to build a better future was publicly demonstrated before the entire world by 
the Reichstag election of March 5, 1933.

Thereafter, he 
became a close personal friend of Hitler, and in 1931 accepted an office in the Nazi 
Party. The office held by rue an cen best: be described as that of Liaison Officer ( 
' between th by ational Socialist German Workers' Party and the Foreign Press. While 

acting in this Office, he made frequent visits to the United States. . 


Although he was a close associate of Hitler and has been described as 2 leading 
member of the Nazi Party, Hanfstaengl was forced to flee from Germany in February, 1937 
as a result of disagreements with leaders of the Nazi Party. It is reported that his. 
flight from Germany was due to what is described as a private feud and’ not to any change 
in his political convictions. It is said that he was, until the outbreak of the current 
war in Europe, willing to assist the Nazi Government.in any possible way and that he was 
making every effort to regain Hitler's fayor., Hanfstaengl has been described as “an 
adventurer, untrustworthy, and a liar." )

Hanfstaengl was to make his 
Imowledge of Nazi Germany available to the Office of Strategic Services and other 
branches of the Government. 


Mr. Carter stated that the entrance of Hanfstaengl into the United States 
had been approved by the President, and that the State Department had requested the 
British Embassy to arrange for the release of Hanfstaengl by the British Authorities 
in Canada. 


Mr. Carter proposed that upon his arrival in the United States, Hanfstaengl 
be "paroled" into the custody of the FBI for purposes of security. This proposal was 
not approved, and it is understood that Hanfsteengl was placed in the custody of 
Mr. Carter. 


CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


Approximately three months ago Hanfstaengl was reported to be residing on 4 
farm located about fifteen miles south of Washington, D. C. on the Luray, Virginia 
highway, and it is believed that he is presently residing in the vicinity of Washington. 


It has been ascertained through liaison with the Orfice of Strategic Services 
that Hanfstaengl is not on the pay roll of that Agency, but is considered by them as 
an informant. Officials of the Office of Strategic Services have advised that 
Hanfstaengl has been interviewed from time to time for information in his possession, 
the last interview having been conducted approximately November 20, 1943. 


On November 27, 1943, the Newark Field Division advised that Assistant United 
States Attorneys Thorn Lord and Dick Hughes, District of New Jersey, 2dvised that they 
desired to subpoena Hanfstaengl as a witness in “the trial concerning the German-American 
Bund for violation of the Registration and Conspiracy Statutes, provided they could 
determine his present whereabouts. Mr. Lord requested that the Bureau determine 


advised that information as to the whereabouts of Hanfstaengl was not available and that 
the Bureau could not be of assistance in his location. Upon being so advised, jur. Lord 
stated thet he was not surprised and suspected thet the Bureau probably would prefer not 
to become involved in anything relating to Hanfsteengl. During the telephone conver- 
setion in which he made this statement, Mr. Lord turned to Mr. Hughes who was apparently 
in Wr. Lord's office and advised him that the Bureau would not assist in the location

matter of utmost importance. Carter stated that the President had instructed him 
to request your "assistance" in the difficulties which were confronting him. I 
assured Mr. Carter that I would advise you a8 soon as possible of the substance of 
his call. 


Carter stated that Ernst Putzi Hanfstangl is paroled by the British Govern- 
ment to the President of the United States and assigned by the President to the 
custody of Carter. The terms of the undertaking provide that the American Govern- 
ment has the responsibility for "secrecy and security". Hanfstangl is presently 
maintained in a very old house, built about the time that Mt. Vernon was built, 
on a 500-acre heavily-wooded estate 15 miles from Washington, six miles from 
Alexandria, near the "Franconia Road". Hanfstangl has been maintained at this 
point for approximately two years and Carter has spent considerable money in 
purchasing electric refrigeration, shortwave radios, etc. and installing them in 
the house. For a period of time a Military guard consisting of a couple of men, 
were assigned by the War Department to act as security officers in guarding 
Hanfstangl. Later, the War Department investigated and approved two or more ex- 
Army men who were ultimately found unsatisfactory by Carter because of their 
constant drunkenness. Carter has hired since that time several civilians, 
all of whom proved unsatisfactory over a period of time. At the present time 
Carter has an ex-Army cook assigned as a chef and handyman to the quarters where 
Hanfstangl is maintained but he does not have security officers,.and accordingly

I advised Mr. Carter that unfortunately manpower was at the present time 
the Bureau's most precious commodity and that I did not see how you could assign 
any Bureau representative to the work in which Carter was interested. I told 
him, however, that I knew you would give the matter very serious consideration 
in an effort to work out something whereby Carter might be able to meet his 
security problem. I told him that after you had an opportunity to give this 
matter further study I would be in touch with him. LL 


On the night of January 5th Ugo Carusi contacted me by telephone: 
advising that a friend of the Attorney General's, who was a classmate of 
Hanfstangl in college, was anxious to see him and talk to him. Carusi asked 
that we find out where Hanfstangl was and let him know. Accordingly, after 
discussing this matter with you, I talked to Carusi, advised him of Hanfstangl's 
location, of the fact that he was in Carter's custody and of Carter's security, 
problem. I told Carvsi that the Bureau felt that this was fundamentally a 
problem for the Immigration Service since Hanfstangl's status in the United 
States was an Immigration problen. I told him, in addition, that it might be 
well for the Department to participate through the Inumigration Service in the 


Hanfstangl program and suggested to him that the Attorney General give con- 


sideration to designating a representative of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service as the "security officer" on this project. Carusi appeared quite 
favorably inclined to this proposal but stated he would discuss the matter 

with the Attorney General on the morning of January 7th and then advise the 
Bureau.

Dr, Hanfstaengl with whom he was very well acquainted. de did not know 
at the time that Han fstaengl was not tn the bestgrace with Hitler. He 
went to fonfstaengl.! s office and told him the proposition. Hanfstaengl 
_inmedtately ‘went “the ~ Chancellery, to see Hitler. This was about 55700 
o'clock iH -tne tiorning. After “many hours of wait ting Honfstaeng] did not 
come back and suddenly his. pecretary told Hiliman that. he had been. “taken 
into custody dy at “the ‘Chancellery. Hitiman then threatened that he would 
taketne’ first train for Faris from where he would get in touch with 


Hearst and publish the fact that as a result of the request for an inter- 


view Hanfstaengl had been taken tnto custody. Hitler and his party 
associates not wanting to thus gain the complete en enmity of Hearst went 
ahead and arranged. an, interpiew, for Hillman. with Hitler. This interview 
was “very: “unsatisfactory, however, since Hitler ae soon as he. learned. of 
the proposition stormed that 1%. was impossible. “and. ‘after. practically. rav- 
ing went” out Of “the” "room. Hillman was later contacted by Von Ribbentrop 
who afthetine was the Foreign Secretary for the -Party and subsequently 
with Von Kibbentrop:he saw Hess, at which time apologies were made to 
him. Still apparently because of the threat of publicity and the enmity 
of Hearst which Hiliman was holding over them, fanfis.taengl was released. 


Shortly thereafter Han fstaengd was, contacted by General. Foering 
who told him, that ald was” _forghuen: “an iat a very. important ‘mission was 
waiting for. hin...to... 0.60 Spain. He was told that he would have to leave 
immediately the next morning. Quer his protests of this speed, he was 
convinced that due to the importance of the mission it was best for hin 
to go ahead. He was. taken to. the atrport where General ifilch, who was 


later head of the “Luftwaffe, and General Bodenschatz were waiting. - Lt 


will be recalled that General Bodenschatz is the brother of the Bodenschatz 


who was convicted under the legistration Act at Louisville. A_ parachute 
was given to Hanfstaengl. and he was placed in the plane. From the pilot 
he then Téarned that he was. “supposed to parachute out of the. plane,over 
Spanish terribony , which Hanfstaengl realized meant his possible death. 
About that time, however, the he plane developed motor trouble at Presden, 
as Hillman recalled. The pilot said t# would be just’a short time before 
the motor was in shape, upon which Putzi .immediately disappeared,.ang,. took 
‘a train for Switzerland. rom Switzerland he called General Bodenschatz 


who tole hin’ that this was all a joke and that he should return. The next 


day was his birthday and Hitler had always made a great deal over 
Hanfstaengl's birthday. “He always sent him greetings and when he did not 
recetve a@ wire or a message of greetings | from Hitler he felt that re was 
not back tn the good graces and that he should not return to Germany. As 
a result he made his way to. fngland.

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Hiliman shortly thereafter was stationed ingdngland and he had 
several contacts an Hanfstaengil who personally told him the above 
story. To Hiliman! S personal knowledge Hanjstaengl had many contacts 
with the German “Enbas sy thrOL growt 17. OF Hie. “beri od.at, “London. He was 
constantly negotiating “through the Embassy for his return to Germany, 
which to Hillman is defintte indication of his continued ioyalty to the 
Nazis and his desire to get back in the Party's good graces. At one 
point shortly before the war broke out in Hurope, Bodenschatz made a 
trip to London for the sole purpose of discussing this matter with 
Han fstaengil. Hanfstaengl told Hiliman that as conditions for his return 
to Germany he demanded , 


1. Ministerial rank with an important position. 


2. A clearance of all his debts in Germany. In this regard in 
opposition to Goebbels prior to his flight from Germany, Hanfstaengl had 
made a film which was to be used jor propaganda purposes with the foreign 
press representatives in Berlin. He was.using Party funds which through 
Goebbels were withdrawn leaving Hanfstaengi personally responsible. He 
demanded that the resulting debt be cleared. 


So An. actual payment of cash and clearance of all his bills in 
London. 


General Bodenschatz told Hanfstaengl again that the manner of 
his departure from Germany was merely a joke and that he was well'thought 
of by Hitler and everyone elise. He urged Hanfstaeng] not to place such 
conditions upon his return but merely to go back to Germany where every- 
thing would be all right. Hanfstaengl, however, was piaying for high 
stakes and insisted upon these conditions. Skortly after this the war 
broke out and he no longer had the opportunity to return. : 


At this same time many magazines were negotiating with Hanfstaengl 
for the publication of his'memoirs which were to show what a rotten bunch 
the Nazis were. According to Hiliman, HEanfstaengl constantly put off 
these writings and was using them solely as a threat and leverage to get 
back to Germany. He felt that his knowledge of the Party work was such 
that Hitler would take all possible steps to prevent him from publishing 
the material. Hiliman finally signed Hanfstaengl to a contract to write 
this material for Hearst but despite the .contract could not get any action 
out of Hanfstaengl because of his desire to use it as a threat and his 
reluctance to publish anything. Hiliman felt this was because of his de~ 
stre to get back to Germany and his loyalty to the Farty. 


Hillman very definitely feels that Hanfstaeng] cannot be trusted. 
He also personally knows Hanfstaengl's son, Egon,.who ts presently tn the 
Army. He states that in his opinion Hgon is also loyal to the Nazi Party. 
He pointed out that he was very active in the Hitler Youth and he doubts 
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that he has ever changed. Hillman further stated that Hanfstaengl's 
sister for a long period of time was a mistress to Hitler. ‘As of 
possible interest he also stated that in order to save his Property, -— 
which consisted principally of an art shop in Munich, Hanfstaengl's — 
wife had filed a deposition that Hanfstaengl was crazy after his flight 
from Germany « 


‘The Secretary to Hanfstaengl, who first told Hillman of. 
Hanfstaengl being taken into custody, was from some place in New SeErSsely. 
He states that she was a school teacher in this country who had gone to 
Germany for a vacation and remained there for a number of years, becom- 
tng deeply loyal to the Nazi cause.. Although Secretary for Hanfstaeng. 
She was allegedly a finger-man for Goebbels. We do-not have anything 
in our files concerning this individual who supposedly is presently in 
this country. According to Hillman she definitely should be looked up 
and checked on because of his fear that she might be engaged in dangerous 
activities at the present time. It was impossible for him to recall 
her name but he stated that upon the return of his wife from New York 
in the next few days, she might be able to remember it at which time he 
would advise us. He said if this was impossible he would urgently sug- 
gest that we attempt to get her name directly from Hanfstaengl. JI shall

Hillman has a wide acquaintance with the Nazi Party workers 
and members and might be a good source of information for the Bureau.

It might be noted 
Mr. Ernst Hanfstaengl, commonly known as "Putzi" back in 1943, was paroled to 
the President of the United States and was placed under the care of J. Franklin 
Carter.
